Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that invention of Van does not 
disclose (I) a space transformer and further does not disclose (II) the contact pattern with dimensions and spacing, in the order of mils 
(land grid array side), and in the order of microns on the other side (IC side), as described in the specification. However, (1) these are the 
structural claims and the prior art of Van discloses the structure as claimed. Further, (II) the dimensions and spacing on one side in mils 
and the other side in microns have not been claimed. It Is claims, and not specifications that are anticipated or unpatentable. Constant v. 
Advanced Micro-Devices Inc., 7 USPQ 2d 1064. Furthermore, Applicants ague that Beaman does not overcome the deficiency of Van, th 
primary reference. Beaman discloses the use of interposer as a space transformer and is not used for overcoming any structural 
deficiencies of Van. 
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
